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The  44  Second  Church  in  Rochester,"  now  the  Con- 
gregational Church  in  Mattapoisett,  was  organized  in 
July,  1736,  and  has  therefore  been  in  existence  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  years.  The  original  members 
were  dismissed  from  the  44  Church  of  Christ  in  Rochester, M 
then  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Timothy  Rug- 
gles,  and  were  in  number,  sixteen  as  follows  :  Moses 
Barlow,  John  Hammond,  Thomas  Dexter,  Nathan  Ham- 
mond, Thomas  Clark,  Jabez  Hammond,  Benj.

becomes  the  followers  of  Christ.  All  this  you  do,  rely- 
ing on  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant  for  the  par- 
don of  your  sins,  and  beseeching  the  Glorious  God  to 
prepare  and  strengthen  you  to  do  His  will,  working  in 
you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight.  Thus  you 
believe  and  promise.

And  now,  beloved  in  the  Lord,  be  it  ever  remembered, 
that  you  have  come  under  solemn  obligations  from  which 
you  cannot  escape.  Wherever  you  go,  whatever  external 
relations  are  changed,  these  vows  will  be  upon  you ;  they 
will  follow  you  to  His  bar,  and  abide  with  your  soul 
forever.  May  the  Lord  guide  and  sustain  you  ;  the  Lord 
bless  you  and  keep  you  ;  the  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine' 
upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you  ;  the  Lord  lift  His 
countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you  peace.  Amen.
